Figures compiled by the state de- 


partment of mines show that during 
1914 the number of accidents in and 
about mines decreased materially over 
1913. 


Fatal accidents in 1913 were 611 and 


last year 413, a reduction of 32 per 
cent. James E. Roderick, chief of the 
department, claims that "the careful 
and strict enforcement of the laws of 
prevention by the state Inspectors" is 
responsible for this. Mine uporator*

Roderick says: 
"The amount of coal produced dur- 


ing 1914 per fatal accident was 353,-

last year 413, a reduction of 32 per 
cent. James E. Roderick, chief of the 
department, claims that "the careful 
and strict enforcement of the laws of 
prevention by the state Inspectors" is 
responsible for this.

Roderick says: 
"The amount of coal produced dur-
